Which on motion of Mr. Geyer was read, to wit: 


Fellow-Citizens of the Senate, — 

and of the House of Representatives ; 

On meeting you in the 8th General Assembly to exercise the sovereign power of legisla. 
tion, a power created and conferred by the people, it is with unfeigned pleasure that 1 can 
say to you,the situation of our country is, in ahigh degree, prosperous. Though disease, 
during the summer, prevailed to a considerable extent in some portions of the State, Iam ' 
happy in being able to say, its fatality has been favourably disproportionate to its attacks, 
With but few exceptions, our citizens have, this year, escaped the cholera, that scourge of 
the human race, which has, in its ravages, desolated so many of the fairest portions of the 
earth. During the past year, two or three sections of the State suffered much from this pes- 
tilence; but it isto be hopedits ravageshave now ceased. Í 

For the blessings of health, plenty, and general prosperity we enjoy, let us return thanks 
to Him who isthe beneficent author of all good. i 

The harvest of the present year is plentiful, and in most places, abundant. Our surplus 
poe finds a ready market at a fair price, securing tothe labourer a just equivalent for 

isindustry. At no period bave stronger inducements been held out for emigration, nor 
has there been a time in the history of our State when she wasreceiving a greater acquisi- 
tion to her population; and the time is rapidly approaching, when Missour will take her 
stand in point of wealth, numbers and political influence, as one of the creat States of this 
confederacy. : i 
In proper time, the Auditor-and Treasurer-will lay before you their biennial reports. 
_“These will show our financial affairs to be in a more prosperous situation than could have 
beén reasonably expected from the measures adopted by the last Legislature. The taxes 
were then reduced twenty-five per cent., and the expendituresincreased at the same time, 
in a greater degree. The rates were reduced from one sixth to one eighth of one per 
cent. upon all taxable property, while the objects of expenditures were multiplied by in- 
creasing the number of members in the General Assembly, providing fora Penitentiary, 
a, house for the Governor, and a new Judicial Circuit, besides several other items of in- 
creased expenditure. 

The State debt on the Ist Oct. 1832, was $57,677,40 for loans; and $2,307,58 for old out- 
standing warrants, making $59,984,898. In the Treasury on the same day were $9,749,- 
66, leaving a balance of debt on that day of $50,235,32. - 

On the Ist of October, 1834, the Staté debt was $48,526,11. In the Treasury on the 
samé day were $1,870,93, leaving a balance of §46,655,18. which shews that the debt at 
the latter period, was §3,580,14 less than it was at the former period. In taking this 

` view, however, it is but proper to notice that the finance of 1833, had the advantage of one 
year’s taxes collected before they were reduced to the present rates. 

The State debt now consists of ldans made of the Seminary and Saline funds; $22,- 

~ 904,80 of which were taken from the Saline fund to pay the debt due by the State to the 
three per cent. fund. And 23,903,75, (on which there is 1717,56 interest), was taken from 
the Seminary fund. $3,903,75 of the latter sum were drawn in pursuance of the Ist and 
2nd sections of alaw entitled “an act to authorize the Governor to pay off the State debt,” 
approved February 13th, 1833. The balance was borrowed under the authority givenin / 
the third section of the same law, and placed inthe Treasury to meet deficiences in the 
revenue to pay appropriations made atthe last Session of the General Assembly, among 
which are those for building the Penitentiary, and paying the balance on the “State loan. ?/ ' 
These two appropriations have been paid out of the Treasury in the ordinary way; it b 
came necessary to pay the balance of the ‘State loan” in that mode, because but few 

the creditors who loaned money to the State, would sell their debts; and when they bs- 
came due, they were paid at the Treasury in the usual manner. The money to pay 
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building the Penitentiary, could havd been procured specially, and so applied. The ilth 
section of the law providing for its erection, authorizes the Governor to borrow, if neces- 
sary, $25,000 from any person or body corporate. This law passed onthe 16th January, 
1833; that for borrowing money to meet deficjencies in the revenue, being posterior, seem- . 
ed to make it unnecessaryJif not improper, to borrow under the provision of the first 
law. —E-was the more willing to procure the money under the last law, inaSmuch as by.<do- 
ing so, the interest would go to the literary fund; and had it been furnished under the first 
law, the interest would have gone to individuals.

“These calculations are matle upon the supposition that no change will take place in our 
revenue laws, that would have the effet t to reduce the amount of taxes received, or mnch 
to increase the expenditure before the fear 1838. Although these laws needand are sus- 
ceptible of improvement, it may be unwise to make any alteration that would produce 
such a result. The laws cah be improved so asto make the taxes equal to the ordinary in- 
crease of expenditures, without any additional | burden upon the people; and those that 
now exist may be made to fall more equally by some amendments of the present laws. 
The taxes payable into the treasury fòr the year 1833, exclusive of those on licenses, 
-amounted to $29,384,68—the expenses! of assessing, making out lists, and collecting of 
which, including the commibsipn:<for collecting |the taxes on licenses, are $9,093,67. This 
is an extravagant sum to pay fér ¢ollecting so small an amount. A material error in the 
present mode of assessing is, that the jaxes arejnot equally imposed, Equality in taxa- 
tion and representation is a yen principle in our political system.

To render the extravagant expenditufe of money-in collecting the taxes, permit me ta 
suggest the propriety of makin it the duty of the Sheriff in each county to asséss and, 
collect them. By associating thesa with their other duties, they can afford to perform this 
service for half whatit now costs. Ard asthe jassessors and collectors, as well as the 
clerks who make out the lists, areicounty officers, and so chosen, they should be paid by 
those who appoint and contrdl them. This principle is correct asa general rule, and in 
this particular, it would hav@ a good effect in making the county courts examine more 
closely into these expenditures. It is a principle of ournature to attend more closely to -> ` 
~ those interestsin which we ate mast aneda concerned. I would, therefore, not on< 
ly recommend that the Sheriffs bd required to assess and collect the taxes, but that the. 
counties should be made to pay alli the dxpenses bttending them. 
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I find it difficult to suggest a suitable remedy for the presentinequality in the burden of 

- taxes, produced by such a variety of opinion in the assessors as regards the value of prop- 

erty. By the constitution, all property must be taxed according to its valuegand, if that 

is fixed by the assessor in each county, there may be as many different price¥é%o the same 

speciesof property, as there are counties. Landsin one county capable of producing sixty 

bushels of corn per acre, may be assessed at fifty cents; whilelandsin another, no ways 

superior either in fertility of soil, orproximity to market, may berated at twenty times that 
rice. ; 

: Itis submitted to your consideration, whether it would not remedy this evil, if the Audi- 
torof Public accounts were required to make an annual estimate of the sum to be raised 
by direct taxes, which, with the monies acquired from licenses, should be sufficient to de- 
fray the expenses of government, and dircct him to make an apportionment of the amount 
among the several counties every year, conformably to some equitable basis to be fixed by 
law. After the apportionment is made, let each assessor rate the taxable property in his 
county, as now, according to his own opinion of its value; upon which assessment, the res- 
pectiva County Cow ts should be required to levy such a percent. asto produce the sum re- 
quired. By thisrule, a high or alow valuation would not affect the interests uf the people, 
nor praduce any inequality between the counties. Should property be rated too.high, a 
small per cent. might be laid upon it; if valued too low, a greater per cent would be re- 
quired, The amount-of the assessors list will determine the per cent to be laid, but not 
the sum to be collected. The only difficulty in this plan of levying taxes, will be in es- 
tablishing a proper basis for the.quotas. If it be true that representation and direct taxes 
should go hand in hand—and the Federal government can levy such a tax in no other way, 
then there can be no difficulty or intricacy in providing a system that will be equal and 
just, andthat will operate easily in practice. The plan proposed will not affect the ad valo- 
rem principle established in our State Constitution. All property would continue to be 
taxed according to its value, and the assessment as now, be equally discriminative be- 
tween the rich and the poor within each county in collecting its quota. Although this 
plan may seem new, there is nothing init novel or experimental. Itis simply a question 
whetherit is most just and equal to levy taxes according to wealth, or numbers, or a com- 
pound of both. It istheinterest of the wealthy to advocate population asa basis. It is 
the policy of the poorto contend fora preperty basis. Justice, and perhaps policy, would 
recommend a combination of these two principles. If, by the latter basis, some of the 
more wealthy counties are in some degree benefitted; those less so, can easily find an 

equivalent, by increasing the amount `to be-raised by licenses which, practically, is found 
to be the most convenient modeof raising revenue. The indirect system of taxation is 
certainly the least burdensome upon the poor, as they consume less of those articles sold by 
merchants for which a taxis paid. Itis no longer a question, that consumers pay the tax- 
es laid on goods. The present inequality in paying taxes, isan evil much complained of, 
and I persuade myself that some mode will be adopted toremedyit.. > : 

-To guard against the confusion into which titles are likely tobe thrown by the present 

- mode of. selling lands for taxes, I would recommend, where they are sold at all—which 
should not be done until four or five years taxes have accrued upon them—that they-be- 
sold in whole tracts asthey are assessed, and the balance, after paying charges, be placed 

~in the Treasury subject to the order of the owner of the land. : 

In addition to the foregoing amendments suggested to the present revenue laws, I would 
respectfully recommenc that bank notes be made taxable. 1 can see no good reason why 
they should be exempt; for, even admitting the objection to be valid against taxing money, 
it does not apply-to bank notes, because they are property. Money even, when upon ire 
terest, is considered a fair object of taxation. o. 

i The Seminary and Saline funds, which may be considered joint, amount in money, ex” 
-=> clusiveof interest, to the sum of $87,950,56; f which $56,808,55 have been loaned to 

the State. Interest on the same, supposing it to be allowed omthat borrowed of the Sa- 

line fund, will amount, on the 1st October, 1836, to $10,513. There are 37,424 acres of 

Seminary and Saline lands unsold, which, at $1,25 per acre, will produce $46,780, making 

the whole university fund, on the Ist October, 1836,-worth $145,343,56—a sum, which, if 

well managed, will bring revenue sufficient to support an institution, in which may be 
taught most, if not‘all the sciences in the highest perfection. We are under strong obli- 
gations, created by compact with the general government, to establish a university; and 

our State constitution requires that the General Assembly shall take measures for the im- 

provement of the Seminary lands, or any funds accruing in any manner from them, or 

from any other source; and thatsuch funds shall beand remain permanent to support a 

University for the promotion of literature and of thearts-and sciences. Asit would be 
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unwise to use any part; of this fund befora the whole is-placed permanently upon interesty.. 
nothing more is requisite atithe a nee) ssionthan to determine on the location of the 
necessary buildings; a measure yendered expedient by the consideration that in the event

The first thing requiting dt attention upon|the important subject of Education, is the mo- 
ney to defray the expenses attending it. So much of financial arrangement as may be ne~ 
cessary to support a unj niversity will reqvireļ but little skill—the funds for that purpose are 
already set apart; and ali that isĉonsidered proper now to do, is to place them upon: inter- 
est in safe hands. But moré thay this is required in providing for primary schools. Not 
only is there a fund fo ibe mbnageéd to goof advantage, but one sufficiently large for the 
purpose is tọ be provided. If GC gress should pass a law according to the memorial of the - 
last General Assembly}—and such a proposition is now pending—that the inferior sixteenth: 
sections may be exchanged for any of the|public lands in the district in which they lie, it 
will make the public b den light fin providing for additions to the primary school fund. 
The enactment of suchjalaw would make these sections worth, upon an average, at least. 
one dollarand a quarte peri acre.| There have been 32,423 acres of these lands sold al- 
ready, and they have reblized $73} 687—-larpely upwards of two dollars per, acre. There

-The impoftant points}now jto bel agreed upon, and which may be considered the founda 
tion of the primary schbol s Hoe is the ta to be provided for each township, and the 
mode of its acquisition ‘ere Congress | fto pass the law above alluded to, the income 
from the 16:h sections ould be made to ayerage each $60 annually. Then suppose that 
$240 shall be the sum lecessary tp be pro ded for each. township annually, there will be 
$180 to be raised by taxes and 7 ion fees} Of this sum, I- would propose that sixty dol- 
lars be raised by a township tax, [bvied as Other taxes now are, and $120 by tuition fees.

And should that in- 
come from that source dmount to more than $18), then let the balance go to reduce the 
amount of taxes levied bn the township. |And, in those cases where the annual income 
from the school fund my anjountito more than "240, ‘neither taxes nor tuition fees would 
be required; and the ex ae of course, would be at the disposal of the school trustees of 
the township, o be usefl in th e further adyancement of education. 

Our Constitution requires :that {the poorjbe educated gratis. Doubtless there will be 
some poor orphans in th Bat e; and, perhaps now and then, children with parents too in- 
digent to educate them. But „in a| country |like this, where labor isso well rewarded, one 
possessing all the means by which a living may be so easily acquired, that class will be 
small; ‘though small aha it must b provided for. Who are the poor, within the meaning of 
the Constitution may bg determined by the County Courts, by such rules as you may think 
proper to prescribe; andiauthority hould be given to those tribunals to educate such gratis. 

Supposing that no bank wall 4 established in this State, it will be asked, no do ubt, 
where the university a id primary school jfunds, shall be placed to produce an income. 
Should you determine tb build a State houpe forthe accommodation of, the tenth General 
Assembly, it will be ne@essaty to borrow n iponey to defray the expenses ‘of its construction. 
In that event, jtis presumed that the Palade ce of the Seminary and Saline funds will beta- 
ken for that purpose. The prim ary schooll fund is ynder the conttol of commissioners in 
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the respective counties; and ifthe present law on this subject has been complied with, the 
money is now upon interest. If, however, you shall be of opinion that these funds are un- 
safe as they are now distributed over the State; and should determine not to builda new 
Statehouse until the present rate of taxes will furnisha sum sufficient for that object, and 
should think it of any importance to have the viewsofthe Executive onthe best mode of 
investing these funds, they will be cheerfully given. res 

The provision made by the General Assembly at its last session for building a state pris- 
on, may be considered as having settled the question of introducing inthis State, the 
system ofpunishments enforced in penitentiaries. The objections to this system, although 
enterfained by some distinguished for their philanthropy, have been forced togive way to 
the better oninions of its enlightened advocates; it-has generally obtained in the United 
States, and its p ogress extended to some portions of Europe. Great Britain, as if weary 
ot her sanguinary Jaws and convinced of their inefficiency in the prevention of crimes, has 
taken steps preparatory toits adoptionin her criminal code; and we have seen the readi- 
ness with which it was embraced by a sister State in which it was once employed and a- 
bolished. Indeed the-wisdom and humanity of this mode of punishment designed for those 
unfortunate beings whose crimes have rendered them unworhy of Society, are no longer 
questioned in the judgment of a majority of the people of the United States. But although 
this system is thus elevated in the opinion of many, yet owing to defectsin plans of discip- 
line, the injudicious arrangement of cells, and other causes, ithas failed in some instances 
to realize what was expected of it, either in the imvral improvement ofthe prisoners, or as 
an example to prevent the commission of offences. A hope however is indulged, that by 
availing ourselves of the light furnished by the experience of others, the system will be re- 
stored jn the estimation of the public, and made to answer the laudable purposes of its hu- 
mane founder. The regulations which have heretofore prevailed in penitentiaries, permit- 
ting labor in society and suffering the prisoners to sleep together, have proved highly in- 
jurious to their morals,and prevented that reformation in their conduct whichis one of 
the ends of punishment; this plan of discipline, though -greatly improved by furnishing 
each convict with a dormitory, has failed to accomplish all that was desired. Those most” 
intent on alleviating the miseries ofman,and whose knowledge and experience entitled 
their opinions to great weight, have recommended the solitary confinement of convicts 
both day and night; whichgey securing them from the contagion of the vices of each other, 
and by forcing reflection on the enormity of their misdeeds, and the depravity of their past 
lives, will contribute more to their reformation than any mode of discipline which has yet 
been essayed. Solitude has been found soselrtary a »»nishment, and proved so efficient 

in‘the correction of the most turbulent anddepraved spirits, that some have not hesitated to 
urge it asa punishment, withoutlabour of any kind, which asis contended, by making rce 
flection the only employment of the mind, proves much more effectual asa corrective, than 
solitary confinement with labour. Thisisshowh by themgent solicitation made by pris- 
oneys in absolute seclusion, for work as a solace from the guilty reflections with which 
they are tormented. But there are objection to this mode ot discipline; and our resources 
would not warrant its introduction, were those obections removeu; und it is confidently ~ 
believed that penitentiaries can-be made to answer all the purposes for which they were 
designed, by a judicious arrangement of the cells, and the adoption of a rigorous system of 
discipline, uniting labour with solitary confinement. os 

Our Penitentiary will be ready for the reception of convicts before our criminal code can 
be so modified as to subject offenders to the species of punishment enforced in such insti- 
tutions. So faras the work has progressed, its manner of construction has been onthe 
plan of uniting labour with solitary confinement, a plan on which the most approved State 
Prisons are now built. There are forty cells nearly completed, which measure within their 
walls eight feet by fourteen, affording space sufficient for a convict to work in. 

As constant solitude with labour is a much moresevere punishment than labour1n socie- 
ty and separation during the hours of rest, the propriety of adapting our penitentiary laws 
to this gradation of punishment is respectfully submitted. Should this suggestion be em- 
braced, our State prison can easily be suited to this end, as its plan proposes including 
within the outward wall three blocks of cells, two of which are yet to be built, and which 
can, without any difficulty, be laid off either into work-shops similar to those already made, 
or inte dormitories. : 

These blocks-will each contain 40 workshops of the dimensions of those now construct 
ed, or 120 dormitories measuring within their walls 7 by 4 feet. Thus, it will be seen that 
the Penitentiary, if arranged into cells of the larger size, will contain only 120; but if the 
two blocks yet to be built should be arranged into cells of the smaller size, it will contain 
Ken ne © * +n hlocks should be laid off into Jarge cells, and the other into 


* 


99 ; 
#maller ones, the whole number will be200. It is believed that+the latter arrangement will 
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be found to combine thelmos advantages. The estimated cost of a workshop, such as 
those now built, is $4003 that of a dormitory $150. But, when we ‘consider the greater 
quantity of work ppor hed by convict in solitary confinement, and the less degree of at- 
tention requisite to'keepithem employed, the difference in the cost of workshops and dor- 
mitories will not be! disp¥oportionate. 

To carry into effect the suggestion made relative to the gradation of punishment, a num- 
ber of dormitories will B these which I would recommend to be built of the usual di- 


mensions. The bujlding of these will afford an opportunity toa future General Assembly 
of testing the efficiency ġf both modes of punishment. 
——— As sentences of different degrees of severity will necessarily be imposed onthe con- ~ 
victs, I submit to yur cénsidération the propriety of extending to the Executive the power 
of substituting a milderjfor almore severe sentence, as well as to commute the punishment 
of death for that of} conflnement inthe Penitentiary. ° 

The introduction of the system of correction employed in Penitentiaries, willit is 
hoped, take away all prdtencg for continuing that stain upon our criminal code—the pun- 
ishment of free citizens {with stripes—a punishment which deadens in the culprit al] sense 

' of the dignity of his nathre, and prepares hit for a course of crimeand wickedness from 
which all hopes of ‘nis reformjare extinguished. As connected with this subject, the pro- 
priety is presented ito your consideration of forbidding the employment of stripes asa 
mode of correction in the treatment of prisoners confined in the Penitentiary. 

Some of you arelassembled, no doubt, underthe conviction that the interests of your 
constituents require the'creation of a State bank. My viewson this subject have been re-

The same wide spreacruin—-the same baneful spirit of specula- 


can receive no security. 
tion—the same frad and proiligacy—the same destruction of confidence between man and 
man, may flow from the‘one as well asjfrom the other. A State cannot beco-erced by an 

legal means to payfany debt she may contract. This‘ exemption can make the bills emitted 
by her, no way inférior t themotesof a bank clothed with the immunities generally con- 
ferred on such institutions byjtheir charters. The general principle is,that the corporate 
funds only of ar companiesare liable to execution; the private individuals compo- 


sing the company being exempt from the payment of the corporate debts. oo 3 

It may be inferred frdm thé opinion of the Supreme Court of the United States in the 
case of Craig vs. Missduri, in which the constitutionality of our Loan Office certificates 
was broughtinto guestion, that the Statesare inhibited by the Federal Constitution, from 
the emission of any spécies gf paper money as a circulating medium. In speaking of the 
restriction on the tates to efit bills of credit, the court says, “if the prohibition means 
any thing, if the words ‘are nòt mere empty sounds, it must, comprehend the emission of 
any paper medium by a State government for the purpose of common circulation.” This 
decision of the Court Was ndt unanimous—three of the Judges dissented. One of the dis- 
sentients, Justice Johnson, concurred in the opinion that the prohibition was designed to 
prevent the creatidn and cirgulation of paper money, but doubted whether the certificates 
wereintended as guch.} Judge Thompson, who also dissented, observes “if these certifi- 
catesare bills of credit inhibited by the Constitution (anda majority of the Court decided 
they were) it appears to me difficult to escape the conclusion that all bank notes, issued 
by the States or under their uthorityand permission, are bills of credit falling within the. 
prohibition. They arecertainly in p Mpot form, as much bills of credit, and if being | 
used as a circulati g mèdiu , or substitited for money, makes these certificates bills of ` 
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eredit, bank notes are more emphatically sueh. And not only the notes of banks directly 
under the management and control of aState—of which, description of banks there are 
several in the United States; but all notes of banks, established underthe authority of a 
State, must fall within the prohibition ;—for the States cannot certainly do that indirectly 
which they cannot do directly; and if they cannot issue bank notes because they are bills 
of credit, they cannot authorise others to do it.” This view of the subject is concurred 
in by Justice M’Lean, the other Judge who dissented ftom the opinion of a majority of 
the Court. 

Reference is not made to this decision of the Supreme Court to show my concurrence in 
the views there taken, nor that the States are boundin all cases by what that tribunal may 
conceiya to be the Supreme law; what this court feels itself bound by a constitutional pro- 
vision to cotidemn, I condemn on the score of impolicy, and froma conviction that it is. 
destructive of the permanent interests of the community. It matters not, however, by 
what course of argument, or by what train of reasoning we arrive at properconclusions on 
this important subject. It isobvious that those who bclieve paper money inexpedient— 
that those who understand the court to decide, asillegal, the creation of paper money, and 
believe the decision is correct—and those who thus understand the decision, and believe 
it erroneous, but nevertheless feel themselves bound by it, must oppose the establishment 
of a bank which has forits object the making of paper money. ` 

I herewith lay before yon in pursuance of an act of the last General Assembly plats of 
five State roads, located and marked out byyfive several boards of commisstoners, But few 
objects evince more clearly the prosperity of a country than good roads; and as ours are 
greatly deficient, I feel ita duty to call the attention of the General Assembly to the sub- 
ject. The great error in oùr present system is the gross inequality in the labor imposed for 
the purpose of making and improving roads. This burden is now divided equally among 
the male inhabitants, between theages of sixteen-and forty-five, who are ble to perform 
manual labor, while RSs: arising from good roads are very unequally shared. 


These facilities to intex se and trade, are usetul to all classes of the community; but 
particularly to the mer¢lfant, pedlar and carrier, who derive greater advantages front them 
than any cther description of citizens; and whilst they receive the greatest benefits, they 
contribute less than others towards their construction and improvement. The benefits and 
burthens now fall in opposite directions.~ Those who work most, have the least use for 
roads; and those who do little or nothing, hfye the greatest use forthem. This 1s notall 
—the very-nen who do but little work, and receive the greatest benefits, are the most 
wealthy,—consequently best able to contribute towards perfecting them. Thisis emphat- 
ica'ly the case asregards merchants; one who may be worth a million of dollars does no 
more work, and frequently not somuch, as a man in the most indigent circumstances. 
This is notasitsnould be. Although theinequality of the burthen imposed by the road 
laws is most glaring, it is no easy matter toremedy it. To base the system upon taxes 
would require a new arrangement of finance, and cause much expense. But would it not 
in a great degree prevent the present grievous inequality, if it weré based, as it now is, 
on labour, but instead of making the apportionment as now, let it be made according to 
wealth. Make a man who is worth ten thousand dollais, perform ten times as much labor 
ashe whois worth one thousand. If this basis should be adopted, it will become necessa- 
ry to fix the price of a day’s labour, and give toall persons bound to work on the roads 

and no man who owns property should be exempt), a privilege to do the work required of 
them or pay its equivalent in money, with provisions that the money thus paid, shall be 
applied to the improvement of the roads. 

The subject of Lotteries has become one of much interestin several of our Sister States, 
‘asyou will discover, from documents herewith communicated; showing in my opinion 

strong reasons for abolishing the whole system, It will be difficult, if not impracticable to 
arrest the evils growing out of this species of gambling, unless the States generally co-op- 
erate initsabolition Itisfor the purpose of producing an uniformity of action through- 
outthe States in relation to this matter, that the papers have been forwarded with a re- 
quest that they be laid before you. In 1829 our Legislature passed a law conniving at the 
sale of lottery tickets in this State, by levying a taxon thosé who dealin them. The pro- 
priety of repealing that law and making it penal to sell tickets in any lottéry is respectfully 
suggested. SS oes : 

In July 1833, a large portion of the citizens of Jackson County organized themselves, 
and entered into resolutions to expel from that county a religions sect called Mormons, 
who had become obnoxious to them. In November following, they effected their object, 
not however without the loss ofseverallives. Inthejudicial enquiry into these outrages, 
the civil authorities who had cognizance of them, deemed it proper to have a military 
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guard:for the purpése ofigivi g me during the progress of the trials. This was or- 
dered, and the Attorney;Gen ral was tequested to give his attention during the investiga- 
tion, both of whic ere perf med, but all to no purpose. As yet, none haye been punish- 
ed for these òutragės, and iti believe that, under our present laws, conviction for any vio- 
lence committed u ona Mormon, cannot be had in Jackson County. These’ unfortunate 
people arc now forbidden to tåke possession of their homes; and the principal part of them, 
Iam informed, areiat this tinie living jn an adjoining county, ina great measure, upon the 
cHarity ofits citizens. _ It is for youto determine what amendments the laws may require so 
as to guard agains i 

Since the establishment of a Penitentiary at this place public opinion seems to have set- 
‘tled down upon it a$ the permdnent seat of goverment; and as such, it is entitled to the fos-

It seems that one 
ofthe principles upon which this institution is based is, that other States shall pay for the 
tuition of their own! indigent deafand dumb pupils who may be educatedin it. Permit 
me to suggest the propriety of making aismall appropriation for this humane object, and of 
placing the money, 4t thdl disposal of some officer of this State,for the purpose of educating, 
in that Asylum, snel of that unfortunate class of people living in this State, whose parents 
are unable to pay thd expdnsesiof their{uition. Happily, there are too few of this discrip- 
tion of persons among rhe make it nécessary or expedient to attempt the institution of 


such aschool here. | Thé whole number, according to the Federal census of 1830; of all 
ages, was but thirty-pne; only five.of whom were between the ages of thirteen and twenty- 
one, and but a portion of ithese, itis believed, is of a description requiring the beneficence 
of government. | |

I would therefore recom- 
mend the appointment of a Librarian, to continueifnot from one General Assembly to an- 
other, at least during the cheated and that it be made the duty of the Attorney General to 
report the decisions of the Supréme Court.

The Militia is so th eadbare a} ubject, that great reluctance is felt in approaching it; and 
were it not that I deem it hie incumbént on me to endeavor to reclaim it from the ridi- 

it 


cule into which it is fi F sinking,lit would be unnoticed. If, asit has been esteemed, the 
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Militia is the bulwark of the nation, the friends of liberty have great cause to lament the 
decay jinto which itis falling. What is the cause of this? Isit a neglect of duty ou thé 
part of the Federal or State Governments? Congress has the right “to provide for organiz- 
ing, arming and disciplining the Militia,” andit is the right and duty of the States to ap- 
point the officers, and conduct the training of their several corps. Has this State perform- 
edher duty? And if not, is the fault in the law, or in its execution? The present laws 
governing the Militia are, no doubt, badly executed, and there is want of adaption in them _ 
to the obiect to be effected. One of the defects in our laws on this subject, is, that the su- 
perior ofiicers cannot be compelled to discharge the duties devolved upon them. Within 
the two ycarsI have been in office, there has been, but one annual return from a General 
officer. The subardinate officers cannot be expected to perform their duties, while those 
over them are so remissinthé discharge of theirs. Courts for the assessment of fines im- 
posed on privates, non-commissioned and company officers, are provided for; but none to 
ascertain the delinquency of General or Field officers. ‘Although they are subjcct to fines, 
the provision is nugatory for want ofalaw to enforce their collection. I would recommend 
that each of the General and Field officers be required to make annual returns in duplicate, 
and forward one directly to the Commander-in-Chief, and the other, as now, to the adjutant 
General. And when they fail to perform these duties, the Executive should be empowered, 
and required, to enforce the collection of the finesimposed for the failure. ; 

Among the documents submitted, you will find resolutions upon the subject of the Mili- 
tia from the States of New-York, North-Carolina and New-Hampshire, together with the 
objections of the Governor of Massachusetts returning a bill -making additional provisions 
for regulating, governing and training the Militia of that State; and also a report of the 
Adjutant General ofthe latter State. These State papers tend to show that the main error 
in the Militia system throughout those Stites, arises from a want of proper legislation on the 
part of Congress; and they urge that body to take such measures as may remedy the evils 
complained of.

The Memorial of the last General Assembly, asking from the United States the establish-

There has been forwarded by the Executives of the States of North-Carolina and Ohio, 
a map of each of those States. And from the Executives of Maryland and New Hampshire, 
I have received the reported decisions of the Courts of their respective States. Such kin 
civilities evince, on the part of those States, a disposition to cultivate those fraternal feel- 
ings which are the surest guarantee of the perpetuity of our happy Union. I hope nothing 
will be omitted on the part of this State to reciprocate such feelings. Itis believed that 
each State has been furnished with a map of Missouri. And it is recommended that the 
Executive of this State be authorized to exchange with the Executives of the different 
States, not only the reported decisions of our Supreme Court, but all such documents as 
we may possess. l z 8 

The Bank of the United States is a subject of so much importance, and so intense is the 
excitement exisiing in relation to it, that no apology seems necessary for introducing it in 
this communication; especially, ussome think that a recent measure of the Federal Execu- 
tive in regard to it, has imposed on the StateSa necessity of adopting such a policy as will 
prevent the inconveniences apprehended from that measure. i : 

In September, 1833, the public deposites were removed from the Bank of the United 
States, and placed in the State banks. This step, in the opinion of some, rendered it ne- 
cessary to create a banking company in this State, and so great was this necessity deemed 
by those who urged it, that petitions were presented, ‘praying the Executive to convene 
the General Assembly for that purpose. This, it was alledged, would furnish a place in 
which the monies of the General government might be deposited; and, that in addition to 
the facility thus afforded to that government in the administration of its finances, it would 
relieve our own citizens from any pecuniary pressure that might arise from a withdrawal 
of the notes of the bank of the United States from circulation. 

In the absence of a national bank, there will be places of deposite wanted by the general 
government; but banks issuing paper money are not the safest depositories for gold an 


silver. And the States that haye no banks will, most probably, create monied institutions 
of some kind, which! would willingly receive on deposite the money əf the Federal govern- 
ment. But whethes|thatibe the case or not, thè idea that there is an obligation on any 
State contrary to he owm inte est, to charter a bank for the convenience oF the General, 
government, has not the shadow of reason to support it. It is the right and duty of that 
government to make;the necessary provision for its own administration. 

On the issue of the contest growing put of the removal of the deposites, is suspended 
the fate of the bank of the United States, and on that fate many of our most valuable 
rights depend. In astruggle df this kind, in which are involyed the purity of our institu- ` 
tions, the duration o | our jiberties, and the inviolability of the Federal Constitution, none 
can remain inactive pectators| The conduct of the bank itself has aroused the people to 
a sense of its dangers. And many, whọ heretofore regarded it as a useful and harmless in- 
stitution, are now impressed with a conyiction of the imminent perils which hang over the 
liberties of the country from its longer bontinuance. The panic it has created—the terror 
it has spread throu the; [and —the attitude of defiance and hostility it has assumed to- 
wards the governmeht—ai government of whichit pretends to bean humble agent—its im- 
proper pecuniary traiisactions with the Gonductors of some of the leading journals in the 
Union: must inspirelevery lover of his ¢ountry with a hope that, an institution wielding so 
much power, with cepactty for so much mischief, will receive from an indignant people, 
that sentence of condemnation lit so justly merits. Resolutions on this subject from Mas- 
sachusetts, are submitted} at ae 

The policy of the oda Government in relation to the public ‘domain, continues to be 
a subject of intense aa to the people of the Western States,and to none more so than. 


this. While we withess the Féderal Executive influenced by the most liberal and enlight- 
ened views with regapd to the disposition of the public lands, it is with regret that we see. 
the sordid policy by Which, those views are counteracted and prevented from being carried 
into effect, by that b anchi.of thb government, to which, from its constitution, we are taught 

to look for a compliance with our wishes, when founded on justice. l 

The provisions of the «Landi bill,” as.it’is generally termed, are kùown to youall; and. 
notwithstanding the infra¢tiong of the Constitution it involves, and its injurious tendency 
on the permanent interests of the Western States, it would have become a law but forthe 
salutary exercise of ithe negative of the President. @ oe 

This State, on a fGrmer‘occasion enteted her solemn protest against the passageof this 
bill; and, Itrust she willi spite of the douceur with which it is accompanied, still continue, 
to express her opposition tb it, qr any bill involving similar principles, as long as its passage 
hall be urged upon Gongtess. | ai i , 

The pernicious effect of the bill in que tion upon the legislation of the States,is not among 
the least of its evils. Thé direct responsibility of those who enact laws to those who are 
compelled to sustaim the burd ns they impose, is the most effectual check to excessive 
legislation and taxation, ahd the surest guaranty of economyin the disbursement of the 
public treasure. Should this bill become a law, and the dividend of this State under its 
provisions, be sufficignt tq defray the expenses of her government, the necessity of direct 
taxes wonld therebytbe stipersdded, and the representative forgetting his responsibility to 
his constituents, would indulgein the wildest schemes of extravagance, and the most vi- 
sionary projects of injprovément, involving the appropriation of money, which would not. 
be tolerated by the pople; weré they conscious that their pockets supplied the extrava- 
gance. Andit is nof to be disguised that the people pay these taxes, though, by reason of 
the agency of the General Government intheir collection, the payment is so indirect, that they 
are not aware of the fime (when, or the joer how they are paid; norof the amount ex- 
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acted from them; hetice thi great indifference invariably shown to the appropriation of mo 


ney acquired by these indirect theans. ae oe 
So long as the Fedéral Government shall hold lands within the States, so long will.they 
be dependant on that; govérnment, and that equality which should exist among the mem- 
bers of this confederacy be seribusly impaired. This State, though possessing jurisdiction 
over an extent of Te ‘ itor} surpassed b but few Statesin the Union, in the exercise ot the 
‘power of taxation, is tonfiried ian incohsiderable portion of it; and so long as sheis held 
in this humiliating attitude, so destructive of all the State pride, will she be found in the 
Halls of the NationabLegislature begging a relaxation of the rigors of the land system. 
The true interests fof thie two governments will never be properly consulted, until the 
claim of the Genera ‘Govdrnmdnt to the public landsis extinguished; and the readiest and, 
most equitable mode|of effectins this object, is to reduce and graduate the price, and finals 
ly to cede the refuse to the; States in which they lie. This plan has no novelty to recom; 
mend it: its adoptiomhas been frequently urged upon Congress; and although the gradua-~ 
q 4 
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‘tion principle has been fully acknowledged by the ‘Senate of the United States in ‘the 
‘Chickasaw treaty, in disposing of the lands belonging to the Indians, yet, there seems to 
be great reluctance in the General Government to part with the public lands upon the same 
principle. But justice must be done in the end; and let us never despair, nor cease to 
urge it until the absolute impracticability of successis fully demonstrated. Resolutions on 
the subject of the public lands from Massachusetts and Georgia are communicated. 

I submit to your consideration, a claim ofthe clerk of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, against this State, for services rendered by him in the case of Craig &c. vs. the State 
of Missouri, in which was involved the constitutionality of our Loan Office laws. This 
‘claim of itself scarcely meitts attention, and I would cheefully recommend its payment, did 
„I nat believe its sanction would lead toa train of consequences seriously affecting the in- 
tererests of the State. 

If the Supreme Court ofthe United States were warranted by the Constitution in assuming 
the jurisdiction it exercised in that case, then not only should that claim be paid, but*the 
“debt which has been recovered from the defendants Craig and others, should be refunded 

‘to them; and, following out the principle, all the money which has been received by the 
‘State from her debtors, in consideration of Loan Office Certificates borrowed, should like- 
wise berefunded. For itisnot to be presumed thatthe State would avail herself of any 
technical defence furnished by the law, in order to be relieved from the a ae of act- 
ing with impartiality towards her citizens. Even handed justice should guide her conduci 
eset are able should be made to pay, Orall who have paid, should have their money 
rc atored. 

Should this decision of the Supreme Court of the United States be interposed to prevent 
any future collections of debts due the Statefor Loan Office Certificates, then the enquiry 
will ‘devolve on: the government of this State, whether the States have the right to make 
anu'circulate papermoneyofaay kind? If this powcr be denied them—if the whole sub- 
ject ofthe currency falls within the sphere of action allotted to the General Goveroment, 
and the States are restrained from issuing notes of any description, then indeed is the ques- 
tion settled. Butif the States have reserved the right to create paper money—if the ex- 
cise of that right is within the sphere of action they retained to themselves in the forma- 
tion of the General Government, then, according to the principles long since established by 
the Supreme Court of the United States, the State exercising the right, must decide upon 
itg extent; forit has been admitted by that tribunal that “in America the powers of so- 
vereignty are divided between the government of the Union and those of the States: they 
are each sovereign with respect to the objects committod to it, neither sovereign with re- 
spect to the objects committed to the other.? “That apowerto create implies a powerto 
preserve, that a power to destroy, if wielded by a different hand is hostileto, and incompati- _ 
dle with these powers to create and preserve.” These principles, the truth of which can- 
not be controverted, sustain the States in as complete and independent an exercise of the 
powers they reserved to themselves, as they do the General Government in the exercise of 

‘those with which it has been clothed. And so, if the States reserved to themselves the 
power to legislate in relation to paper currency, they determine all questions arising under 
the exercise of that power, and cannot be controlled in their decisions by the decrees or 
judgments of the Supreme Court of the United States. 

T herewith transmit resolutions from the States of Mississippi and Massachusetts, re- 
-sponsive to those òf Georgia, proposing a call of a Convention of the States for the purpose 
-of amending the Federal constitution. This subject was introduced to-the attention of 

the General Assembly at its last Session, when I had the honor of communicating to that 

_bedy the resolutions of the State of Georgia. I am not aware that any definite action was 

‘had upon those resolutions during the Session. As thig is one of modes pointed out by the 
Federal Constitution for its amendment, considerations of policy, if not respect for our 
Sister States, should infiuence us to give such propositions when made, that deliberation 
which ‘their importance merits, and to return an expression, of the opinion or wishes we 
may atrive atin relation to them. fia. a i 

sthe constitutional right of the General Government to construct the Cumberland road 
is admitted by those who assume authority in relation to this subject, and its construction 
is not supposed by them to violate any of those principles which have of late years obtained 
in regard to appropriations for internal improvements; and as in the grant of the public 
lands by the General Government to the States for their improvement, our claims to a 
share of themseem not to have been recognized; justice and fair dealing demand an 
extension of this road to the Western boundary of the State of Missouri. The injustice 
in withholding from usthe benefits to be derived from sucha measure, is, by some, sought 
to be justified by the consideration that there is no State West of _us, which could receive 
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any advantage fromits aie ` Butibecause it is the-fortune of this State to be situated! 
on one of the extrethitic lof oe Union; shall she therefore be treated as a stranger in the 

Federal family, andibe doomed to tlie mortification of seeing herself neglected by those 

from whom she expécted;demanstrations of paternal care? Our geographical position, es- 
pecially when consideredjn conjuncctiop with the character of our neighbors in the West,and 
the relation betwee i and the United States, so far from warranting the General Go- 


vernment in refusing us/this toad, is alstrong argument why it should be. extended asis, - 


desired; and if any {hingcan impress on our Federal Rulers the importance, in a nation- 
al point of view, of an extension of the Cumberland road through this State, it must-be the 
location ot the Indians o our Western frontiers, and the obligation of discharging the du- 
ties incumbent on them in regard to this people. Thereis nothing contained in the com- 
pact between the Uk itod Stat and this State, atthe time of her admission -into the Un 
ion, to palliate the ihjustice we have weceived. For although that compact only imposes 
the obligation to make a rad to, the.State and not through the State, yet the stipulation to 
construct a road to tlre State is tee to rely forits fulfillment on the two per -cent. of the 
nett proceeds of the sales| of phiblic lands made within the State and guaranteed: for that 
purpose. But it canhot be pretended that in the construction of the Cumberland’ téad 
within those States with which simile compacts have been made, that the General Govérn= 
ment has limited its’ appropriations for that purpose to the two per cent. of the nett proceeds- 
arising from the saleg of pùblic lands within their limits; for it is evident that such a part 
of the proceeds bears but än in¢onsiderdble proportion to the amount that has been expéni-- 
ded. Two per cent of the nett proceetis of allthepubliclands sold from the commence- 
ment of the Governnient td the present time, would not make one hundred miles of M?Ad- 
amisedroad. And the two per {cent. of'such proceeds within this State would not, were it 
so applied, construct five miles of such airoad. Itmust be obvious, then, that if the Cum- 
berland road is extended tö the} Mississippi, it must be done with other resources tham 
those provided by thecompacts with the} Western States. And what has Missouri done to 
bar her claims to an équality injthe participation of the benefits arising from this road? 
Surely not in contributing towards ridding other States of their Indian population anid lo-- 
cating them on her borders. Thisit wohld seem should increase rather than diminish her 
claims upon Congressin the distribution jof-its protecting favors. But should our expecta- 
tions with regard to this road be doomed to disappointment, and its extension through this, 
State be considered oat r, not of natidnal importance, and therefore not warranted by , 
the principles which gover appropriations for internalimprovement; considerations òf jus- 
tice and equity will stfonglly urge a grant to this State of as much of the public lands‘aw 
will place her on a footing |with jthe other Western States, in which the public lands lie.:

In closing the three per cent. fund account, it became necessary, to create a. 
new head of appropriation growing out of the dispositions made for special obr 
jects, of the interest accrued to said fund and is therefore shown, in the afore- 
going statement of Interest on three per cent. fund, which presents a view of 
the appropriations how far disbursed, and the balance in the Treasury design- 
ed to cover the amounts now due or to become due under the several acts for 
its distribution. Thesumof $1084,50 as shown in the statement, was re- 
ported to the last General Assembly, as having been paid anterior to the Ist 
day of October 1832 and must have been paid out of .Revenue. 

From the view ae in the foregoing report of the several funds in the 


Treasury it is considered unnecessary to make further explanations; as after 


giving the receipts and expenditures, each fund is exhibited in detail, under its

With a view to an increase of the Revenue, the auditor most respectfully 
suggests, for the consideration of the General assembly, the propriety of tax- 
ing all capital employed by exchange Brokers: all moneys loaned at interest 
and all stocks or capital invested in Steam Boats; the reasons shewing the expe- 
diency of such taxation, are so obvious, as to need no exposition. The revenue 
might be properly jincreased by taxing slaves, without reference to age—altho 
slaves when under three years of age (as wellas for years afterwards) are not 
yielding profit to the owner, yet they are increasing in value, and should they 
not be taxed aecording to their value? -

It is true that Mer- 
chants and Grocers vending without license are subject toa penalty, yet when 
there is no officer tolzrant License, prosecutions will seldom take place, for

ble character. The expediency is suggested to the General Assembly, of so 


amending the mode of assessing lands as to require all lands assessed upon the 
non-resident’s list, tolbe pùt down by the assessor, beginning with the lowest 
Section, Township aid Range or lowest number of survey or Town lot, and 
continue so to p = down, until he shall have perfected such list: it is fur- 


ther in connection with this moda suggested, that the Clerks of the County 
Courts be required in making ont an abstract of the real estate to be returned 
to this Office, to begih the resident’s list (without regard to the names of indi- 
viduals) with the lowest section, &c. as suggested relative to assessing lands 
belonging to nonsresidents—and ther to transcribe the list of lands, on the non- 
resident lists, as fetu ned by the assessor; in this way it can be easily ascer- 
tained whether the agsessor has omitted to assess any of the lands, which may 
be confided to hir fot ass¢ssment; and it is further submitted, whether a spe- 
cific penalty, ought not to be imposed on the assessor, for each and every tract 
of Land, omittedjto be as essed by him, and also that it be enforced in some 
effectual manner{ The State may thus expect to secure its Revenue -on all 
the taxable landg within ifs limits. 


It is submitted {whether |so much of the 47th and 48th sections of the act en- 


titled an act to provide forjlevying assessing and collecting State and county 
taxes, approved Febryary|21st 1825, as requires. the collectors to publish in 
some newspaper alist bf all moneys collected on Licenses, &c. anda list of all 
such persons from whom State or County taxes may be due, &c. commonly 
called delinquents, should not be repealed. If the collectors uniformly through- 
out the State wete tolpublish each list—the objection to this requirement might 
not be so great; butas they are only, partially observed, it would perhaps be 
well to save the éntire expense to the State by such repeal. 

The Auditor fiom al sense of duty is also prompted to suggest to the General 
Assembly, whether the present miode of disposing of lands returned on the 
non-resident list for on-payment pf taxes, should notbe abandoned.

And ag schools cannot be taught in towns and villages, as low as they 
can in the country, I have deemed it most expedient to provide in a sep--, 
arate bill for a fund of three thousand dollars to be raised in those dis- 
tricts in whicha county seat of justice, oran incorporated towalis situate! 
The taxable property in this) state, in the year 1833, was valued at 
-nearly twenty millions of dollars, the polls were about twenty thousand 
that year.— This makes an average of one thousand dollars worth of prop- 
erty:to each man paying a poll/tax.—All those who own property of 


a less value than one thousand dollars, are not taxed for it in this bill, | 


they will have but twelve and a alf cents to pay; those who own that _ 
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amount of property, will have to pay thirty-seven anda half cents; and
